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^ (54) TlUe: POSTNATAL STEM CELLS AND USES THEREOF 

(57) Abstract: The invention generally relates to jrastnatal dental stem cells and methods for their use. More specifically, the in- 
vention relates in one aspect to postnatal dental pulp stem cells, use of the cells to generate dentin, and differentiation of the cells. 
In another aspect, the invention relates to human postnatal deciduous dental pulp multipotent stem cells, use of the cells to generate 
1^ dentin, and differentiation of the cells. 
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Absent a special technical feature, the groups of inventions are not so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13. 1. Thus, unity of invention is lacking. 
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
